COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT BLOCK GRANT PROGRAM 

Transmitting a Communication, dated June 11,2003 from 

JOHN H. STROGER, JR., President, Cook County Board of Commissioners 

Transmitted herewith are the recommended projects for the 2003 Community Development Block Grant 
Program (CDBG), the Emergency Shelter Grants (ESG) Program, and the proposed use of the HOME 
Investment Partnerships Program (HOME). The Cook County Community Development Advisory 
Council adopted these recommendations at a public hearing held on May 29, 2003. 

The amount of CDBG funds requested was $30,189,930.00. The amount of CDBG funds available for 
programming is $14,268,140.00. The proposed use of CDBG funds will provide a 100% benefit to low 
and moderate income persons. 

The amount of ESG funds requested was $940,962.00. The amount of ESG funds available for 
programming is $422,000.00. The proposed use of ESG funds provides essential services and 
maintenance/operational costs for homeless shelters in suburban Cook County, as well as programs for 
homeless prevention. 

The amount of HOME Investment Partnerships funds granted by the U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) is $6,555,837.00. Applications for eligible HOME projects are accepted 
throughout the year. The proposed use of all funds must be incorporated into the County’s Annual Action 
Plan for submittal to HUD. 

Prior to submitting required documents to HUD, Cook County is required by Executive Order 12372, 
Intergovernmental Review of Federal Programs, to submit proposed projects to the Northeastern Illinois 
Planning Commission and the Illinois State Clearinghouse for their review and release to HUD. The 
County must also publish the description of the Annual Action Plan. All documents and certifications 
must be submitted to HUD no later than August 15, 2003. 

Respectfully request approval of the recommended CDBG and ESG projects, the proposed use of the 
HOME funds, and that, I or the Chief Administrative Officer of the County of Cook, or his designee, be 
authorized to execute, on behalf of the County of Cook, any and all documents necessary to further the 
programs approved herein, including but not limited to, subrecipient agreements, intergovernmental 
agreements, amendments and modifications thereto, loan documents, lien assignments, releases of 
mortgages and liens, and mortgage assumptions.

ORDINANCE AMENDING CHAPTER 14: 

LICENSING AND REGULATORY ORDINANCES 

WHEREAS, Cook County allows holders of liquor licenses to operate as late as 4:00 a.m. on Saturday 
morning (Friday night) and Sunday morning (Saturday night); and 

WHEREAS, such hours of operation are not reasonable or in the best interest of the residents of 
unincorporated Cook County and the surrounding areas; and 

WHEREAS, such hours of operation of establishments located in unincorporated Cook County are 
incompatible with the hours of operation of establishments in most municipalities that border the 
unincorporated areas of Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, the later hours of operation within unincorporated Cook County have a deleterious affect 
upon the safety and welfare of nearby residents; and 

WHEREAS, longer hours of operation for liquor establishments in unincorporated Cook County 
contribute to increased chances of incidents of driving while intoxicated; and 
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WHEREAS, motorists leaving liquor establishments located in unincorporated Cook County travel 
through surrounding communities, thereby exposing residents thereof to the dangers of intoxicated 
drivers; and 

WHEREAS, the corporate authorities of Cook County deem it to be in the best interest of the health and 
safety of its residents to reduce the hours of operation of liquor establishments licensed by Cook County. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED THAT: 

Section 1. Section 14.27 of the Cook County Licensing and Regulatory Ordinances shall be 
amended as follows: 


Additional Special Late License 

14.27 That a person issued an additional special late liquor license by Cook County be 

prohibited from selling, permitting to be sold or giving away any alcoholic liquor 
between the hours of 44)0 2:00 A.M. and 7:00 A.M. on weekdays and Saturday s, 
between the hours of 3:00 A.M. and 7:00 A.M. on Saturdays, and between the hours of 
44)0 3:00 A.M. and 9:00 A.M. on Sundays. 

Section 2. This amendatory Ordinance shall take effect and be in force immediately after its 
passage.

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PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

PROVISION FOR REVOCATION OF 
CLASS 4 PROPERTY TAX INCENTIVE FOR 
CORPORATIONS VIOLATING NOT-FOR-PROFIT CHARTER 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners has enacted the Real Property 
Assessment Classification Ordinance (Chapter 13-14, Section 2) that defines assessment 
Class 4 property as “real estate owned and used by a not-for-profit corporation in furtherance 
of the purposes set forth in its charter unless used for residential purposes”; and 

WHEREAS, if a corporation is registered as a not-for-profit with the Secretary of State’s 
office, it can file an appeal with the Assessor’s Office requesting a classification change for 
its properties to Class 4, which lowers the assessment level from 38% to 30% of fair market 
value; and 

WHEREAS, the change to not-for-profit status results in a 21 percent tax reduction each 
year; and 

WHEREAS, any property not classified as a not-for-profit or not owned by a religious 
organization is deemed Class 5 property and assessed at 38% of its fair market value; and 

WHEREAS, not-for-profit status is in place until the property is sold or it violates its status; 
and 

WHEREAS, not-for-profit corporations occasionally stray from their mission or fail to abide 
by the words and intent of their charters. 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 
OF COOK COUNTY, 

Any taxpayer in Cook County shall have standing, and may petition the Cook County Board 
of Review, to revoke a property’s Class 4 Classification. The Board of Review shall revoke 
the Class 4 status and re-classify the property as Class 5 if, based on a preponderance of the 
evidence, petitioner’s evidence and publicly-available facts demonstrate that the not-for- 
profit owner has operated contrary to the letter and intent of its charter.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT

Section 1. That Section 10-4 of Chapter 10, “Contracting and Purchasing,” of the 
Cook County Code is hereby amended, and shall read as follows: 

10-4: Examination and Tallying of Bids 

That all bids shall be opened and tallied at a time predetermined by the President, who shall 
appoint a m e mb e r - of th e Board designee to preside and witness the conduct of the reading 
and announcing in public of all bids before all who desire to attend. The bids shall then be 
reported to the Board at the next meeting after the opening thereof. 
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This Ordinance shall be effective upon passage. 

NOTE: This item was also referred to the Finance Committee. (See Comm. No. 

259404).

Chairman Hansen stated that at the request of the primary sponsor. Communication No. 259403 should be 
received and filed. 

Vice Chairman Butler, seconded by Commissioner Gorman, moved to receive and file 
Communication No. 259403. The motion carried. 

Chairman Hansen made reference to a letter dated May 28, 2003 from the Office of the Purchasing Agent 
regarding Bid Opening Procedures. Chairman Hansen stated that Ray Robin, Purchasing Agent has 
compiled what is an ideal procedure for the conduct of opening of bids. He stated that in the past the 
opening of bids has been taken lightly, he stated that this is a serious responsibility. At this time, 
Chairman Hansen stated that the committee is not proposing to adopt it as an ordinance at this time, but 
would like to recommend that a copy of the letter be sent to all the commissioners for their review and 
comments. 

Commissioner Steele stated that in the letter from the Purchasing Agent, on page 2 should it say that the 
bid box is to be "closed" instead of "opened". 

Ray Robin stated that the announcement that is generally made is: "the hour having reached 10:00 a.m. 
no more bids may be accepted". 

Ray Robin stated that the statement could be changed to: "the bid box is to be closed and no more bids 
may be accepted, please bring in the bids". 

Commissioner Steele stated that looking into the future the commissioners should not be involved in the 
bid process at all. Commissioner Steele stated that it was dangerous to keep having staff open the bid 
packages with the kind of wrapping that the bids are wrapped. Further, Commissioner Steele stated that 
futuristically the count}' should think about purchasing a program where bidders can bid-on-line.

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s question regarding the number of jobs the department estimates, 
Ron Coverson, Assistant Director for the Department of Planning and Development stated Tamberlin 
Henry will create 13 full-time positions; SASA Holdings, LLC will create 60 full-time jobs; and Leeps 
Supply Company will create 15 full-time jobs for a total of 88 new positions. 
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Chairman Collins noted that based on the amount of space and the number of children to be serviced, the 
State of Illinois has established laws for day care centers and ratios are included in this legislation. 
Additionally, there are local ordinances which deal with child staff ratios. 

Commissioner Hansen is concerned that the Department of Planning and Development is not providing 
the committee with concrete numbers for proposed jobs. 

Chairman Collins stated that Commissioner Hansen’s point is well taken and in the future she will request 
the Department of Planning and Development supply the committee with the estimates of how many jobs 
will be created. 

Commissioner Hansen suggested that the Department of Planning and Development give the committee a 
memorandum with the estimated jobs that will be created before the Board meeting. 

Commissioner Murphy stated that the county should have an obligation to revisit the businesses after six 
months or a year to make certain that they have hired the number of people they said they would. If they 
have not the county should have a process where by the county could take away the tax incentives that 
were given to them when they first applied. 

Chairman Collins commented that Commissioner Murphy’s suggestion was a great idea. Chairman 
Collins stated that she had spoken to the Department of Planning and Development about an agreed time 
where the Business and Economic Development Committee can review all of the Class 6b and Class 8 
applications to see if they have kept their commitment as it relates to the number of jobs. 

Commissioner Maldonado stated that he is concerned with the amount of money it’s costing for each job 
that is being created, which is approximately $10,000 for each position. He stated that this is a very 
costly job development initiative and he thinks it should be looked at. 

Commissioner Maldonado, seconded by Commissioner Murphy, moved approval of 
Communication Nos. 259878, 259879 and 259880.

259882 A RESOLUTION REGARDING THE DEMOLITION OR REUSE OF COOK COUNTY 
HOSPITAL (PROPOSED RESOLUTION). Submitting a Proposed Resolution sponsored by 
Peter N. Silvestri and Larry Suffredin, County Commissioners; Co-Sponsored by Mike 
Quigley and Joan Patricia Murphy, County Commissioners. 

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, the decision to demolish Cook County Hospital was made in 1999 based on a 
1988 study and a limited examination of space alternatives to meet zoning requirements; and 

WHEREAS, that decision was based primarily on a 1988 study that focused on the 
rehabilitation and reuse of the structure for the purposes of a hospital or for educational and 
offices uses for the hospital; and 

WHEREAS, in 1988 there was not a significant track record of redevelopment of buildings 
of this size, and since that time, great strides have been made in the rehabilitation/reuse of 
large historic structures, such as Medinah Temple, the Reliance Building, the Montgomery 
Ward Warehouse, Chicago’s Theatre District, and the Milwaukee County Hospital: and 

WHEREAS, federal and local tax credits and incentives of more than $20 million are in 
place now that did not exist when the study was done, drastically improving the economic 
feasibility of such a project that can have mixed uses, including medical offices, clinic space, 
medical conference space, retail for medical staff and the community and residential units; 
and 

WHEREAS, Cook County Hospital is significant both as one of the city’s best examples of 
Beaux Arts-style architecture and for its national historic significance treating the indigent 
and developing innovative treatments for such things as burns and sickle cell anemia; and 

WHEREAS, every new citizen group of Cook County was treated with dignity and medical 
expertise at Cook County Hospital from 1914 to 2003; and 

WHEREAS, in part because of its architectural and historic significance, Cook County 
Hospital was chosen to be the model for the television series “ER”, and the fagade of the 
hospital has since become a symbol of Chicago recognized around the world; and 

WHEREAS, in addition to historic and architectural benefits, preservation of such structures 
serves as an economic catalyst to the area; and 

WHEREAS, redeveloping the main hospital site excluding the Children’s Hospital, power 
plant, 12KV Building and other additions would put the two-block-long property on the tax 
rolls and meet all required zoning; and 
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WHEREAS, much of the “demolition preparation contract” (approved 8/1/02) focused on 
planning efforts, including building documentation, utility relocation plans, and asbestos and 
other environmental removal, initiatives that would have to be done regardless of whether the 
building is demolished or reused; and 

WHEREAS, a contract for the actual demolition has not been proposed, reviewed or 
approved; and 

WHEREAS, actual demolition will cost the County from $20-$30 million and the actual tax 
credits a developer could pay the County are in excess of $20 million, in addition to future 
real estate tax revenues; and 

WHEREAS, demolition and creation of another passive park, similar to Pasteur Park will 
have no direct community benefits; and 

WHEREAS, a reuse of the building has many direct community benefits; and 

WHEREAS, although the discussion to consider demolishment of the hospital goes back as 
far as 1988, the demolition or preservation of the structure will be a major decision of this 
Board of Commissioners, many of whom have little to no information about the project. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President and Board of Commissioners 
of Cook County hold a hearing to discuss the demolition or reuse of the hospital and to 
consider the cost savings that could result from the main hospital building’s reuse, in whole 
or in part without any financial contribution from the County of Cook, prior to proceeding 
with a demolition contract. 

*Referred to the Construction Committee on 6/17/03. 

Health and Hospitals Committee Chairman Butler noted that the first order of business would be a 
presentation by Commissioner Suffredin followed by public testimony. The chairman also entered a 
letter into the record from State’s Attorney Richard Devine. (The referenced document is on file in the 
Office of the County Clerk.) 

President Stroger referred to a letter dated June 23, 2003 from the Cook County State’s Attorney wherein 
the Office opines that the county is obligated to demolish the former hospital building. President Stroger 
asked that this letter be made a part of the record. 

Commissioner Suffredin commented that he and Commissioner Silvestri, the co-sponsor of the proposed 
resolution would make statements while images of the 1914 main hospital building would be shown on a 
projection screen. The commissioner noted that the issue is not with the Children’s Hospital, power plant, 
12KB Building or the finger additions on the south side of the 1914 main hospital building, which they 
believe should be demolished, but the issue is with the demolition of the 1914 main hospital building as it 
was when it first opened. He further noted that the proposed resolution is consistent with the State’s 
Attorney’s opinion. He said the planned development issued by the City of Chicago, to which the 
Medical District and Cook County complied, calls for 40 percent building occupancy and the county is 
currently 5 percent out of compliance. He further noted the proposed resolution suggests certain 
buildings be demolished and with the construction of the planned parking lot, the county would then 
come within compliance. 
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Commissioner Suffredin, citing a legal opinion from the State’s Attorney, commented that an amendment 
would have to be approved by the County Board to make the changes. He stated that the reason we 
believe these changes are reasonable is because many things have happened in the law and in society 
since the Board passed the resolution in April 1999 to demolish all the existing buildings. There are 
federal tax credits totaling $20 million that the current administration has expanded that are now available 
for anyone who comes up with a reuse proposal. The commissioner concluded his remarks by stating that 
there are other needs in the Medical District such as medical offices, medical conferencing and very little 
housing for medical personnel. 


Commissioner Silvestri noted that the proposed resolution calls for a meeting to be held to determine if 
there is interest in redeveloping the main hospital building at no cost to the taxpayers. Before the final 
demolition occurs, the Board should have an opportunity to see if there is re-adaptive use for the building 
not only for historic reasons but also for the financial consideration of the cost of demolition. 


Commissioner Suffredin then referred to the slide presentation and noted that the County has set-aside 
between $20 and $30 million in bonds for the demolition costs. The County can save between $15 and 
$20 million if the main 1914 hospital building is not demolished. He noted that there are four ways the 
County can financially benefit from reusing the building: 1) saving the demolition costs, 2) because there 
is $20 million in tax credits, have a developer who would pay a portion of that to access those credits, 3) 
the building would go back on the tax rolls and the County would receive real estate property taxes and 4) 
the County would have the ability to share in rent and other revenues that would come from the building. 


Commissioner Suffredin stated he had spoken to four major developers who indicated that if the County 
had a full hearing, and if they were given the opportunity to look at the building, they believe that capital 
for this type of project would be available given the current economy. He further stated the County could 
do a mixed-use building that would include medical offices, conferencing space and some residences. He 
noted the County is bound by federal law to do the environmental clean-ups whether the building is 
demolished or re-used. The commissioner urged an affirmative vote on the proposed resolution, and 
ended his remarks by saying that having a full hearing on this subject is in the best interest of the people 
of Cook County and that ultimately there may be a cash flow swing of between $30 to $50 million. 


Referring to a document prepared by the Bureau of Health Services, Health and Hospitals Committee 
Chairman Butler commented that while the main hospital building is open and inoperative, it is not 
empty. He noted that to keep the building open, the weekly operating costs total a little more than 
$74,000. The chairman then asked that the document be entered into the record. (The referenced 
document is on file in the Office of the County Clerk.) 


Commissioner Murphy remarked that the current operating costs for the main hospital building would 
have to be paid until a decision is made regarding demolition of the building. She noted that the operating 
costs would still have to be paid regardless of the hearings. If no viable responses were received for 
possible reuse of the building, then the vote would go toward demolition. The time it would take to hold 
hearings is very short but the gain to the County, if it is reused, could be very great. 
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President Stroger commented that he understands the sentimental value of saving the old hospital 
building for historical reasons and to meet the need for more housing, but currently there is an 
abundance of housing in the area. The President reiterated his commitment to abiding by the 
previously signed documents and the best interests of the public would be served by demolishing the 
old hospital building. President Stroger noted that because there is a lack of adequate hospital parking 
the County is currently shuttling staff back and forth from the hospital to the Juvenile Temporary 
Detention Center, which has had added costs to the budget. The President remarked that he 
understands that the sponsors of the proposed resolution want the public to be involved in the process. 
He concluded by asking that the following documents be entered into the record: the State’s Attorney’s 
legal opinion, letter from the Illinois Medical District and the engineer's report. (The referenced 
documents are on file in the Office of the County Clerk.) 

Commissioner Hansen noted that the question of the future of the main hospital building has been before 
the County for many years and previous comments have suggested that from a financial perspective, the 
building can be saved and simultaneously have the taxpayers come out ahead. The commissioner urged 
closer examination of the proposed resolution based on the above statements. Commissioner Hansen 
further noted that the Administration Building (the former School of Nursing), supports the retention of 
the main hospital building since it is on the list to be demolished. He said that hospital staff currently 
housed in the Administration Building could be moved to the renovated main hospital building. The 
commissioner noted that hearings should be held to determine if there is a residual value to the building in 
addition to aesthetics, in a financial sense, and as a residence for physicians. He concluded by saying that 
the Board has an opportunity to save something that was previously described as Cook County’s Statute 
of Liberty.

Commissioner Steele commented that several proponents of the proposed resolution discussed preserving 
the main hospital building and converting it to either physician offices, a health club, a spa, rehabilitation 
center, a Ronald McDonald House, but a developer has not come forward with any definitive plans. 

In response to a question by Commissioner Steele, Assistant State’s Attorney Elizabeth Reidy remarked 
that the fact that the previous County Board acted to approve plans for demolition does not prohibit it 
from taking another action. The Board could approach the Illinois Medical District seeking an 
amendment to their Master District Plan that would accommodate plans for the preservation of the former 
main hospital building. 
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President Stroger noted that the County Board is part of the Illinois Medical District since the Board 
voted to approve developing the District to preserve the practice of medical and education in that 
geographic area. He said although many of the plans previously discussed may be good plans, they are 
not consistent with the original concept of the Medical District. The President referred to a letter from 
the former Chicago Planning Commissioner, Christopher Hill whose department had control over 
zoning and special uses, which the County Board has followed. The President also noted that the 
hospital might need additional land to conduct research and bring the down costs. He further stated 
that many hospital artifacts can and will be saved before demolition. 

In response to a question from Commissioner Collins, Michael LaMont, Director of the Office of 
Capital Planning and Policy stated that demolition cost estimates have not been formally presented to 
the Board because his office has been working with consultants. Mr. LaMont indicated that the Office 
of Capital Planning and Policy and the consultants have examined the buildings to determine the 
amount of asbestos removal, how much abatement is required, and other necessities. He stated that a 
document previously distributed at today’s meeting that reflects approximately $20 million, which is 
still an estimate and until the work is bid, the County will not know the exact costs. 

Commissioner Collins reiterated her concerns regarding the County having adequate estimates so that 
once the County moves forward the public will not feel they have been deceived by doubling or tripling 
the costs. 

In response to comments from President Stroger, Michael LaMont read into the record a summary of 
activities that have taken place and the demolition plan that includes cost estimates. Mr. LaMont 
indicated that two types of work will take place: abatement/environmental remediation and the 
demolition. He said estimates were developed based on 50 percent complete contract documents and he 
does not expect final costs to deviate greatly. The estimates include a 5 percent contingency for 
environmental work and the estimate for this work (including the contingency) is $8.9 million for the 
powerhouse, the Children’s Hospital and the Main Hospital. He said estimated costs for the demolition 
work and site work associated with bringing the site back up to ground level for all three buildings is $9.7 
million. Mr. LaMont noted that the estimated total is slightly less than $20 million but stated that the 
County might want to increase the contingency to 10 percent, which would increase the figures. 

In response to President Stroger’s comments regarding environmental issues, Mr. LaMont stated that 
these issues greatly impact on the contingency range and estimates. He concluded by saying that until the 
building is completely examined and the abatement activity started, it would be difficult to pinpoint exact 
costs. 

In response to Commissioner Suffredin’s question regarding the document on Abatement Activity 
Duration, Mr. LaMont noted that every thing is premised on the County Board’s permission to advertise 
contracts in July because of the 3 to 4 month purchasing process prior to the County actually applying for 
the permits. Mr. LaMont indicated that he did not believe informational hearings could be conducted 
during this time period without holding up demolition plans because the Office of Capital Planning & 
Policy intended to request permission to advertise for the abatement and demolition at the July Board 
meeting. The next step would be to proceed to have the plans out for competitive bid since there are no 
Board meetings planned for the summer and any action to have hearing would impact this timeline. 

Michael LaMont commented that for historical purposes, consideration has always been given to 
architecturally salvaging certain hospital artifacts for historical purposes as reflected in the Demolition 
Plan. 
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In response to President Stroger’s comments. Chairman Sims noted that the hospital columns on the old 
building are crumbling and not as solid as they appear. The commissioner indicated that the architects 
believe the figureheads on the buildings can be salvaged in addition to saving the hospital entrance and 
making it a walk-through to the park as a way of saving part of the hospital’s history. 

Chairman Sims declared that the next meeting of the Construction Committee would be at 10:00 
A.M., Monday, June 30, 2003.

01-41-1139 with AVAYA, INC., Lisle, Illinois, for installation of a state of the art telephone 

system. 

Board approved amount 06-19-01: $3,200,000.00 

This increase requested: 1.143.250.00 

Adjusted amount: $4,343,250.00 

Reason: This request is for the purchase of additional telecommunications equipment for 

the Stroger Hospital of Cook County campus. In 2001, the telecommunications 
needs of Stroger Hospital of Cook County were estimated and Avaya, Inc. was 
awarded a contract for the work. After that procurement, additional dial tone 
requirements for the hospital medical systems and the increased voice/data 
requirements in the Administration and Hektoen buildings were identified by the 
Bureau of Health Services. These additional requirements were for an additional 
2,200 dial tones. Now, additional Avaya equipment is required to provide for the 
telecommunication needs of the Administration and Hektoen buildings. 

Estimated Fiscal Impact: $1,143,250.00. Bond Issue (20000 Account). 

Sufficient funds have been appropriated to cover this request.

Commissioner Hansen asked if someone from the Department for Management of Information Systems 
could give an explanation. 

Karen Griffin, Bureau of Information Technology and Automation stated with the construction of the new 
hospital there were estimates made with regards to dial tones needed and there are more dial tones needed 
than originally estimated due to additional staffing in the Administration Building and needs of medical 
equipment that was new to the new hospital. 

Commissioner Hansen asked what was the original estimate. 

Karen Griffin stated that the original estimate was 1,100 dial tones. 

Commissioner Hansen asked how can the numbers be that far off. 

Chairman Sims stated that when the equipment was ordered some of the equipment that was used in the 
old hospital didn’t require use of a telephone line and now the new equipment for the new hospital 
requires a telephone line. 

Commissioner Hansen stated that the number of dial tones needed is two hundred percent more than was 
estimated. 
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Chairman Sims stated that there is state-of-the-art equipment in the new hospital. 

Karen Griffin stated that there are a total of 4,000 dial tones for the new hospital and campus, so there are 
an additional 1,100 dial tones. Ms. Griffin stated that originally 1,100 dial tones scheduled for the 
Administration Building and now they need 2,200 in the Administration Building. 

Karen Griffin stated that in order to get the new hospital opened they took dial tones from the original 
master plan for the entire campus that had been allocated to the Administration Building and shifted those 
dial tones over to the hospital, which is fully complete, and now the 2,200 are needed for the 
Administration Building. 

Commissioner Hansen asked who made the estimate. 

Ms. Griffin stated that MIS was given the number of dial tones needed by the Bureau of Health Services 
consultants. She further stated that the Department of Central Services built the telephone system for 
which they were given the specifications. 

In response to Commissioner Hansen’s question regarding who the consultant’s were, Karen Griffin 
stated it was Crystal Communications. 

Commissioner Hansen asked Karen Griffin to get a letter from Crystal Communications stating why they 
were so far off. 

Chairman Sims stated that Karen Griffin would get the letter for the commissioner. 

Commissioner Peraica stated that if Crystal Communications or any other consultants were provided with 
the specifications to provide a dollar amount for what needed to be done to comply with the specifications 
and didn’t, the contract should be looked at for possible legal actions because the county relied on the 
consultants information. 

Commissioner Peraica stated that the county paid the consultants a lot of money to foresee the changes 
and the fact of the matter is they did not. 

Chairman Sims asked Lacy Thomas to respond to the commissioner. 

Lacy Thomas, Chief Operating Officer, stated that he would like to clarify what Karen Griffin was 
discussing with respect to the telecommunication consultants. Mr. Thomas stated that Crystal 
Communications was engaged to do the new hospital telecommunications planning. The lines were 
delivered to the hospital 2 1/2 years prior to the equipment being delivered. Further, Mr. Thomas stated 
that the equipment acquisition was an ongoing process and the county did not know all the 
telecommunications equipment needed until six months prior to the hospital being opened. That is the 
reason why the decision was made to take lines that had been initially designated for the Administration 
and the Hektoen Building to open the new hospital with the additional equipment requirements. In 
closing Mr. Thomas stated that it was nothing that Crystal Communications could have foreseen, because 
they were not equipment consultants they were strictly telecommunications. 

President Stroger stated that Commissioner Peraica should respect the staff. 
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Commissioner Murphy stated that she agrees with Commissioners Peraica and Hansen that the staff has 
done an excellent job but the job of consultants is their expertise and their expertise should have shown 
them even two years ago when the equipment started coming in that they needed more lines in the 
hospital. The fact that they didn’t they should be held accountable. The county needs to go back and 
look to find out when we knew what kind of equipment was coming to the hospital and where the 
consultants were at that time and why they didn’t see it. 

Chairman Sims called on Michael LaMont to respond. 

Michael LaMont, Director of the Office of Capital Planning and Policy, stated that the county is paying 
the same amount for the number of lines in the increase. He stated that the consultant did the best they 
could 2 1/2 years ago to estimate what would be happening with the equipment and also the move of 
personnel at the new Stroger Hospital of Cook County. With respect to equipment the county had many 
situations where we had to rebid equipment, because the Office of Capital Planning and Policy did not 
know all of the equipment needs until the last minute. Secondly, Mr. LaMont stated that 2 1/2 years ago 
the Office of Capital Planning and Policy didn’t know exactly who was moving from the old buildings 
into the Hektoen or the Administration Buildings. Further, Mr. LaMont stated that the funding for this 
item is in the contingency for the telephone system project and the funding is there. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked if there are any determinations that the consultant failed to comply with 
their contractual obligations. 

Michael LaMont stated that at the time the consultant worked with the plans that they had and worked 
with the equipment that they knew was being purchased, but all the equipment was not purchased until 1 
1 /2 years ago.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, the decision to demolish Cook County Hospital was made in 1999 based on a 
1988 study and a limited examination of space alternatives to meet zoning requirements; and 

WHEREAS, that decision was based primarily on a 1988 study that focused on the 
rehabilitation and reuse of the structure for the purposes of a hospital or for educational and 
offices uses for the hospital; and 

WHEREAS, in 1988 there was not a significant track record of redevelopment of buildings 
of this size, and since that time, great strides have been made in the rehabilitation/reuse of 
large historic structures, such as Medinah Temple, the Reliance Building, the Montgomery 
Ward Warehouse, Chicago’s Theatre District, and the Milwaukee County Hospital; and 
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WHEREAS, federal and local tax credits and incentives of more than $20 million are in 
place now that did not exist when the study was done, drastically improving the economic 
feasibility of such a project that can have mixed uses, including medical offices, clinic space, 
medical conference space, retail for medical staff and the community and residential units; 
and 

WHEREAS, Cook County Hospital is significant both as one of the city’s best examples of 
Beaux Arts-style architecture and for its national historic significance treating the indigent 
and developing innovative treatments for such things as burns and sickle cell anemia; and 

WHEREAS, every new citizen group of Cook County was treated with dignity and medical 
expertise at Cook County Hospital from 1914 to 2003; and 

WHEREAS, in part because of its architectural and historic significance. Cook County 
Hospital was chosen to be the model for the television series “ER”, and the fa9ade of the 
hospital has since become a symbol of Chicago recognized around the world; and 

WHEREAS, in addition to historic and architectural benefits, preservation of such structures 
serves as an economic catalyst to the area; and 

WHEREAS, redeveloping the main hospital site excluding the Children’s Hospital, power 
plant, 12KV Building and other additions would put the two-block-long property on the tax 
rolls and meet all required zoning; and 

WHEREAS, much of the “demolition preparation contract” (approved 8/1/02) focused on 
planning efforts, including building documentation, utility relocation plans, and asbestos and 
other environmental removal, initiatives that would have to be done regardless of whether the 
building is demolished or reused; and 

WHEREAS, a contract for the actual demolition has not been proposed, reviewed or 
approved; and 

WHEREAS, actual demolition will cost the County from $20-$30 million and the actual tax 
credits a developer could pay the County are in excess of $20 million, in addition to future 
real estate tax revenues; and 

WHEREAS, demolition and creation of another passive park, similar to Pasteur Park will 
have no direct community benefits; and 

WHEREAS, a reuse of the building has many direct community benefits; and 

WHEREAS, although the discussion to consider demolishment of the hospital goes back as 
far as 1988, the demolition or preservation of the structure will be a major decision of this 
Board of Commissioners, many of whom have little to no information about the project. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President and Board of Commissioners 
of Cook County hold a hearing to discuss the demolition or reuse of the hospital and to 
consider the cost savings that could result from the main hospital building’s reuse, in whole 
or in part without any financial contribution from the County of Cook, prior to proceeding 
with a demolition contract.

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259883 A RESOLUTION REGARDING THE DEMOLITION OR REUSE OF COOK COUNTY 
HOSPITAL (PROPOSED RESOLUTION). Submitting a Proposed Resolution sponsored by 
Peter N. Silvestri and Larry Suffredin, County Commissioners; Co-Sponsored by Mike 
Quigley and Joan Patricia Murphy. County Commissioners. 

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, the decision to demolish Cook County Hospital was made in 1999 based on a 
1988 study and a limited examination of space alternatives to meet zoning requirements; and 

WHEREAS, that decision was based primarily on a 1988 study that focused on the 
rehabilitation and reuse of the structure for the purposes of a hospital or for educational and 
offices uses for the hospital; and 

WHEREAS, in 1988 there was not a significant track record of redevelopment of buildings 
of this size, and since that time, great strides have been made in the rehabilitation/reuse of 
large historic structures, such as Medinah Temple, the Reliance Building, the Montgomery 
Ward Warehouse, Chicago’s Theatre District, and the Milwaukee County Hospital; and 

WHEREAS, federal and local tax credits and incentives of more than $20 million are in 
place now that did not exist when the study was done, drastically improving the economic 
feasibility of such a project that can have mixed uses, including medical offices, clinic space, 
medical conference space, retail for medical staff and the community and residential units; 
and 

WHEREAS, Cook County Hospital is significant both as one of the city’s best examples of 
Beaux Arts-style architecture and for its national historic significance treating the indigent 
and developing innovative treatments for such things as burns and sickle cell anemia; and 

WHEREAS, every new citizen group of Cook County was treated with dignity and medical 
expertise at Cook County Hospital from 1914 to 2003; and 

WHEREAS, in part because of its architectural and historic significance. Cook County 
Hospital was chosen to be the model for the television series “ER”, and the fa 9 ade of the 
hospital has since become a symbol of Chicago recognized around the world; and 

WHEREAS, in addition to historic and architectural benefits, preservation of such structures 
serves as an economic catalyst to the area; and 

WHEREAS, redeveloping the main hospital site excluding the Children’s Hospital, power 
plant, 12KV Building and other additions would put the two-block-long property on the tax 
rolls and meet all required zoning; and 

WHEREAS, much of the "demolition preparation contract” (approved 8/1/02) focused on 
planning efforts, including building documentation, utility relocation plans, and asbestos and 
other environmental removal, initiatives that would have to be done regardless of whether the 
building is demolished or reused; and 

WHEREAS, a contract for the actual demolition has not been proposed, reviewed or 
approved; and 
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WHEREAS, actual demolition will cost the County from $20-$30 million and the actual tax 
credits a developer could pay the County are in excess of $20 million, in addition to future 
real estate tax revenues; and 

WHEREAS, demolition and creation of another passive park, similar to Pasteur Park will 
have no direct community benefits; and 

WHEREAS, a reuse of the building has many direct community benefits; and 

WHEREAS, although the discussion to consider demolishment of the hospital goes back as 
far as 1988, the demolition or preservation of the structure will be a major decision of this 
Board of Commissioners, many of whom have little to no information about the project. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President and Board of Commissioners 
of Cook County hold a hearing to discuss the demolition or reuse of the hospital and to 
consider the cost savings that could result from the main hospital building’s reuse, in whole 
or in part without any financial contribution from the County of Cook, prior to proceeding 
with a demolition contract. 

Chairman Butler noted that the first order of business would be a presentation by Commissioner Suffredin 
followed by public testimony. The chairman also entered a letter into the record from State’s Attorney 
Richard Devine. (The referenced document is on file in the Office of the County Clerk.) 

President Stroger referred to a letter dated June 23, 2003 from the Cook County State’s Attorney wherein 
the Office opines that the county is obligated to demolish the former hospital building. President Stroger 
asked that this letter be made a part of the record. 

Commissioner Suffredin commented that he and Commissioner Silvestri, the co-sponsor of the proposed 
resolution would make statements while images of the 1914 main hospital building would be shown on a 
projection screen. The commissioner noted that the issue is not with the Children’s Hospital, power plant, 
12KB Building or the finger additions on the south side of the 1914 main hospital building, which they 
believe should be demolished, but the issue is with the demolition of the 1914 main hospital building as it 
was when it first opened. He further noted that the proposed resolution is consistent with the State’s 
Attorney’s opinion. He said the planned development issued by the City of Chicago, to which the 
Medical District and Cook County complied, calls for 40 percent building occupancy and the county is 
currently 5 percent out of compliance. He further noted the proposed resolution suggests certain 
buildings be demolished and with the construction of the planned parking lot, the county would then 
come within compliance. 

Commissioner Suffredin, citing a legal opinion from the State’s Attorney, commented that an amendment 
would have to be approved by the County Board to make the changes. He stated that the reason we 
believe these changes are reasonable is because many things have happened in the law and in society 
since the Board passed the resolution in April 1999 to demolish all the existing buildings. There are 
federal tax credits totaling $20 million that the current administration has expanded that are now available 
for anyone who comes up with a reuse proposal. The commissioner concluded his remarks by stating that 
there are other needs in the Medical District such as medical offices, medical conferencing and very little 
housing for medical personnel. 
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Commissioner Silvestri noted that the proposed resolution calls for a meeting to be held to determine if 
there is interest in redeveloping the main hospital building at no cost to the taxpayers. Before the final 
demolition occurs, the Board should have an opportunity to see if there is re-adaptive use for the building 
not only for historic reasons but also for the financial consideration of the cost of demolition. 

Commissioner Suffredin then referred to the slide presentation and noted that the County has set-aside 
between $20 and $30 million in bonds for the demolition costs. The County can save between $15 and 
$20 million if the main 1914 hospital building is not demolished. He noted that there are four ways the 
County can financially benefit from reusing the building: I) saving the demolition costs, 2) because there 
is $20 million in tax credits, have a developer who would pay a portion of that to access those credits, 3) 
the building would go back on the tax rolls and the County would receive real estate property taxes and 4) 
the County would have the ability to share in rent and other revenues that would come from the building. 

Commissioner Suffredin stated he had spoken to four major developers who indicated that if the County 
had a full hearing, and if they were given the opportunity to look at the building, they believe that capital 
for this type of project would be available given the current economy. He further stated the County could 
do a mixed-use building that would include medical offices, conferencing space and some residences. He 
noted the County is bound by federal law to do the environmental clean-ups whether the building is 
demolished or re-used. The commissioner urged an affirmative vote on the proposed resolution, and 
ended his remarks by saying that having a full hearing on this subject is in the best interest of the people 
of Cook County and that ultimately there may be a cash flow swing of between $30 to $50 million. 

Referring to a document prepared by the Bureau of Health Services, Chairman Butler commented that 
while the main hospital building is open and inoperative, it is not empty. He noted that to keep the 
building open, the weekly operating costs total a little more than $74,000. The chairman then asked that 
the document be entered into the record. (The referenced document is on file in the Office of the County 
Clerk.) 

Commissioner Murphy remarked that the current operating costs for the main hospital building would 
have to be paid until a decision is made regarding demolition of the building. She noted that the operating 
costs would still have to be paid regardless of the hearings. If no viable responses were received for 
possible reuse of the building, then the vote would go tow ard demolition. The time it would take to hold 
hearings is very short but the gain to the County, if it is reused, could be very great. 

President Stroger commented that he understands the sentimental value of saving the old hospital building 
for historical reasons and to meet the need for more housing, but currently there is an abundance of 
housing in the area. The President reiterated his commitment to abiding by the previously signed 
documents and the best interests of the public would be served by demolishing the old hospital building. 
President Stroger noted that because there is a lack of adequate hospital parking the County is currently 
shuttling staff back and forth from the hospital to the Juvenile Temporary Detention Center, which has 
had added costs to the budget. The President remarked that he understands that the sponsors of the 
proposed resolution want the public to be involved in the process. He concluded by asking that the 
following documents be entered into the record: the State's Attorney’s legal opinion, letter from the 
Illinois Medical District and the engineer’s report. (The referenced documents are on file in the Office of 
the Count)' Clerk.) 
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Commissioner Hansen noted that the question of the future of the main hospital building has been before 
the County for many years and previous comments have suggested that from a financial perspective, the 
building can be saved and simultaneously have the taxpayers come out ahead. The commissioner urged 
closer examination of the proposed resolution based on the above statements. Commissioner Hansen 
further noted that the Administration Building (the former School of Nursing), supports the retention of 
the main hospital building since it is on the list to be demolished. He said that hospital staff currently 
housed in the Administration Building could be moved to the renovated main hospital building. The 
commissioner noted that hearings should be held to determine if there is a residual value to the building in 
addition to aesthetics, in a financial sense, and as a residence for physicians. He concluded by saying that 
the Board has an opportunity to save something that was previously described as Cook County’s Statute 
of Liberty.

Commissioner Steele commented that several proponents of the proposed resolution discussed 
preserving the main hospital building and converting it to either physician offices, a health club, a spa, 
rehabilitation center, a Ronald McDonald House, but a developer has not come forward with any 
definitive plans. 

In response to a question by Commissioner Steele. Assistant State’s Attorney Elizabeth Reidy remarked 
that the fact that the previous County Board acted to approve plans for demolition does not prohibit it 
from taking another action. The Board could approach the Illinois Medical District seeking an 
amendment to their Master District Plan that would accommodate plans for the preservation of the former 
main hospital building. 

President Stroger noted that the County Board is part of the Illinois Medical District since the Board 
voted to approve developing the District to preserve the practice of medical and education in that 
geographic area. He said although many of the plans previously discussed may be good plans, they are 
not consistent with the original concept of the Medical District. The President referred to a letter from the 
former Chicago Planning Commissioner, Christopher Hill whose department had control over zoning and 
special uses, which the County Board has followed. The President also noted that the hospital might need 
additional land to conduct research and bring the down costs. He further stated that many hospital 
artifacts can and will be saved before demolition. 


In response to a question from Commissioner Collins, Michael LaMont, Director of the Office of Capital 
Planning and Policy stated that demolition cost estimates have not been formally presented to the Board 
because his office has been working with consultants. Mr. LaMont indicated that the Office of Capital 
Planning and Policy and the consultants have examined the buildings to determine the amount of asbestos 
removal, how much abatement is required, and other necessities. He stated that a document previously 
distributed at today’s meeting reflects approximately $20 million, which is still an estimate and until the 
work is bid, the County will not know the exact costs. 
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Commissioner Collins reiterated her concerns regarding the County having adequate estimates so that 
once the County moves forward the public will not feel they have been deceived by doubling or tripling 
the costs. 

In response to comments from President Stroger, Michael LaMont read into the record a summary of 
activities that have taken place and the demolition plan that includes cost estimates. Mr. LaMont 
indicated that two types of work will take place: abatement/environmental remediation and the 
demolition. He said estimates were developed based on 50 percent complete contract documents and he 
does not expect final costs to deviate greatly. The estimates include a 5 percent contingency for 
environmental work and the estimate for this work (including the contingency) is $8.9 million for the 
powerhouse, the Children’s Hospital and the Main Hospital. He said estimated costs for the demolition 
work and site work associated with bringing the site back up to ground level for all three buildings is $9.7 
million. Mr. LaMont noted that the estimated total is slightly less than $20 million but stated that the 
County might want to increase the contingency to 10 percent, which would increase the figures. 

In response to President Stroger’s comments regarding environmental issues, Mr. LaMont stated that 
these issues greatly impact on the contingency range and estimates. He concluded by saying that until the 
building is completely examined and the abatement activity started, it would be difficult to pinpoint exact 
costs. 

In response to Commissioner Suffredin’s question regarding the document on Abatement Activity 
Duration, Mr. LaMont noted that every thing is premised on the County Board’s permission to advertise 
contracts in July because of the 3 to 4 month purchasing process prior to the County actually applying for 
the permits. Mr. LaMont indicated that he did not believe informational hearings could be conducted 
during this time period without holding up demolition plans because the Office of Capital Planning and 
Policy intended to request permission to advertise for the abatement and demolition at the July Board 
meeting. The next step would be to proceed to have the plans out for competitive bid since there are no 
Board meetings planned for the summer and any action to have hearing would impact this timeline. 

Michael LaMont commented that for historical purposes, consideration has always been given to 
architecturally salvaging certain hospital artifacts for historical purposes as reflected in the Demolition 
Plan. 

In response to President Stroger’s comments. Commissioner Sims noted that the hospital columns on the 
old building are crumbling and not as solid as they appear. The commissioner indicated that the architects 
believe the figureheads on the buildings can be salvaged in addition to saving the hospital entrance and 
making it a walk-through to the park as a way of saving part of the hospital’s history. 

Chairman Butler declared that the next meeting of the Health and Hospitals Committee would be 
at 10:00 A.M., Monday, June 30, 2003.

Chairman Butler asked for a motion to enter all of the documents and testimony is entered into the official 
record.

President Stroger stated that he has spoken to the commissioners in regards to the resolution and would 
like to conduct public hearings. 

Commissioner Steele asked what is the time frame for the public hearings. 

Chairman Butler stated that he cannot give Commissioner Steele an answer at this time. 

Commissioner Suffredin stated that he would like to thank President Stroger for holding the public 
hearings. He stated that one of things in terms of timing is that the old hospital needs to be made 
available for a walk through for the developers. Commissioner Suffredin stated that the county could 
meet the specifications of the Planned Development Number 30, which is the Medical Districts 
responsibility to administer for the City of Chicago. 

Commissioner Silvestri applauds President Stroger and all of the members of the board for supporting the 
resolution. Commissioner Silvestri stated that the resolution does not save or demolish the structure, it 
simply allows further opportunity for the possibility of saving the structure. He further noted that the 
county should advertise for bids for the demolition for a couple of reasons: 1) in fact the building will not 
be saved in the long run the county will be informed; and 2) it also provides an opportunity for the Board 
and the President to know how much the demolition will cost. 

Commissioner Collins asked while waiting for the public hearings, will we be moving forward with the 
resolution to demolish the other buildings that provide for the additional parking space that is needed. 

Michael LaMont stated that the request of the Board is to allow the advertisement for bids of the 
abatements and the demolition which includes all the buildings. 

Commissioner Collins asked if the committee needs to come back and amend the resolution. 

Michael LaMont stated that it should all be kept together. 

President Stroger stated that Commissioner Goslin has had some experience with development demolition 
and asked if we were on the right course. 

Commissioner Goslin stated that he agrees with President Stroger that we are moving in right direction 
and supports the bid process. 

Commissioner Quigley stated that the county owes it to the people to hear them out. 
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Commissioner Daley stated that he would like to congratulate President Stroger and the Commissioners 
for bringing forward this issue. He stated that the public hearings would be in the best interest of the 
people of this county and would urge working with the consultant and looking at what the consultant has 
brought to the attention of the commissioners. 

Commissioner Peraica stated that saving the old hospital is an important goal. 

President Stroger stated that the county should have the environmental engineers give the presentation 
that they made to the committee so that everyone will have the opportunity to ask them questions. 

Commissioner Sims commented that President Stroger is correct that we have the environmental 
engineers give a presentation so that everyone gets a full understanding of what is going on with the 
hospital demolition and the environmental issues that the county has to deal with demolishing or keeping 
the old hospital. 

Commissioner Steele asked if the consultant who did the ground work in terms of evaluating the hospital 
for demolition would be able to make the presentation to potential developers. 

Chairman Butler stated that he is willing to have developers or consultants do whatever they are willing to 
pay for. He further stated that every day we delay demolition it would cost us more money. 

Commissioner Daley stated that if consultants start coming in that the developers would be relying solely 
on the developer’s consultant hired by the county. He also stated that he believes that we need the 
developers to come in with their own consultants as well. 

Commissioner Suffredin suggested that the committee should try to put together with the President a 
resolution for the procedure on how the developers can see the building and pass it at the Board meeting 
of July 1,2003. 

President Stroger stated that the committee gets a presentation from the individuals the county paid to do 
the study. He stated that the presentation would not only be helpful to the commissioners, but to 
individuals who have shown some desire. President Stroger stated that there are things that some of the 
developers don't know that the commissioners are in possession of information provided by engineers 
working on the projects to make the recommendation to the committee on what approach should be taken 
in demolishing the building. Further, President Stroger asked them to pass out the summary that the 
commissioners received; a lot of work was done to prepare the summary. 

President Stroger stated that the first thing that should be done is have a presentation and let individuals 
ask questions of the engineers as it relates to the report that was distributed to the commissioners. When 
completed that information should be passed on to people who would like to come in and discuss projects 
that are available. Also what must be taken into consideration is the law as it exists now as well as the 
report and that will cut down on further discussion. 

Commissioner Hansen stated that the commissioners should be looking at the possibility of saving verses 
not saving. He also stated that the Board should go into the public hearings with an open mind and listen 
to other suggestions, not just our own consultants. 

President Stroger stated that the county could have built a hospital for $125 million, a teaching hospital 
with 1,000 beds. He stated that the issue is not just a building, but that we have spent over $200 million 
dollars just to keep the doors open. In conclusion I ask the commissioners to look at the reports that our 
engineers have prepared; a new hospital was built and now more space is needed. 
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Chairman Butler asked if the meeting should be adjourned or recessed.

Chairman Quigley asked Brandon Neese of the County Clerk’s Office to give an overview to the 
committee. 

Brandon Neese of the County Clerk’s Office stated that the registiy process would fall in line with other 
activities of the County Clerk’s Office. Also there would be no difficulty administrating the ordinance. 
He stated that there would also be a $30.00 filing fee. 
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Chairman Quigley stated that he received a letter from County Clerk David Orr supporting the ordinance 
and it should be made part of the record. (The referenced document is on file in the Office of the County 
Clerk.) 

In response to Commissioner Daley’s question regarding whether the registration would take place in the 
County Building or would it also be available in the satellite office’s, Brandon Neese responded that it 
would start in the downtown office and over a period of time expand to the satellite offices. 

In response to Chairman Quigley’s question regarding whether the $30.00 filing fee would cover the cost, 
Brandon Neese responded in the affirmative. 

Chairman Quigley asked if the Clerk’s Office would need additional personnel or an increased budget to 
administer this ordinance. 

Mr. Neese stated the no new personnel would be hired and no increase in budget appropriation was 
needed. 

Brandon Neese stated that the fees would more than cover the ancillary costs. 

Chairman Quigley asked Helen Haynes, State’s Attorney’s Office to give a brief overview. 

Helen Haynes advised Chairman Quigley that the State’s Attorney’s Office had reviewed the ordinance 
and determined that it was within Cook County Home Rule authority to adopt a Domestic Partnership 
Registry Ordinance. 

Commissioner Peraica asked why the definition of “Domestic Partnership” is limited to same sex partners 
and he also asked what the constitutionality of the definition is since it is limited to same sex partners. 

Helen Haynes stated that the definition was a policy decision and the rational was that a person of the 
opposite sex has the legal option to marry. 

Commissioner Peraica asked if in effect, it violates the federal defense of marriage act. 

Ms. Haynes stated that she needs to review the statute. 

Commissioner Peraica stated that he was concerned the people would have a false sense of security. 

Ms. Haynes responded that the ordinance does not extend benefits but that it is useful for employers to 
provide benefits. 

Commissioner Steele asked if there is dissolution of partnership and if there is a fee? 

Brandon Neese stated that there is a process for dissolution, but no determination has been made as to the 
cost. The County Clerk’s Office would come before the County Board with a fee ordinance. He further 
stated that the fee would be around $10.00 for dissolution. 

Chairman Quigley stated that he had his staff distribute fact sheets to the commissioners. 
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The following people offered public testimony:

1. A “domestic partnership" shall mean the relationship of two unmarried adults of the same sex 
who meet the additional criteria set forth in this ordinance. 

2. A “domestic partner” shall refer to each person in a domestic partnership. 

3. A “registered domestic partnership” shall mean domestic partnerships which have been 
properly registered in the Office of the County Clerk by the means set forth in this chapt e r 
ordinance and which have not been terminated under this chapt e r ordinance . 

4. A “registered domestic partner” shall refer to each person in a registered domestic 
partnership. 

5. An “affidavit of domestic partnership” shall mean an affidavit prepared by the Office of the 
County Clerk in accordance with procedures adopted by the County Clerk to verify that 
domestic partners meet the requirements of this chapt e r ordinance to become registered 
domestic partners. The procedures of the County Clerk with regard to such affidavits shall be 
adopted by the effective date of this legislation. 

6. An “affidavit of termination” shall mean an affidavit on a form prepared by the Office of the 
County Clerk in accordance with procedures adopted by the County Clerk to effect 
termination of a registered domestic partnership by a registered domestic partner in 
accordance with this ch a pt e r ordinance . The procedures of the County Clerk with regard to 
such affidavits shall be adopted by the effective date of this legislation. 

DOMESTIC PARTNERSHIP REGISTRATION 

1. In order to register a domestic partnership, the domestic partners shall jointly execute an 
affidavit of domestic partnership before a notary public and file the affidavit in the Office of 
the County Clerk. 

2. In addition to identifying information, each person executing an affidavit of domestic 
partnership must declare under penalty of perjury that: 

a. Neither domestic partner is legally married; 

b. Each domestic partner is eighteen (18) years of age or older; 

c. Each domestic partner is competent to enter into a contract; 

d. The domestic partners are not related by blood in a manner that would bar marriage 
in the State of Illinois; 

e. The domestic partners share a common household u'ithin Cook County, or one 
domestic partner is employed to work within Cook County ; 
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f. The domestic partners are in a close and committed relationship of mutual financial 
and emotional support and intend to remain in such a relationship; 

g. Each is the other’s sole domestic partner and intends to remain each other’s sole 
domestic partner; 

h. Neither domestic partner was in a registered domestic partnership that has terminated 
by operation of law within the thirty (30) calendar days immediately prior to the 
filing of the affidavit of domestic partnership; and 

i. Each domestic partner agrees to file an affidavit of termination in accordance with 
this chapt e r ordinance , including written notice to the other, in the event that any of 
the above no longer applies. 

3. A registered domestic partnership shall be established and effective upon the filing of a fully 
executed affidavit of domestic partnership with the Office of the County Clerk and payment 
of any required fees. 

4. A Certificate of Domestic Partnership will be issued at the time of filing of the affidavit and 
payment of fees. 

FORM OF AFFIDAVIT OF DOMESTIC PARTNERSHIP 

All affidavits relating to the domestic partnership shall be executed on a form provided by the 
Office of the County Clerk. The affidavit of domestic partnership shall contain the following information 
and shall be in substantially the following form: 

We, the undersigned, do hereby declare ourselves to be domestic 
partners. We are both eighteen years of age or older, unmarried and 
competent to enter into a contract. We are not related by blood in a 
manner that would bar marriage under the laws of the State of Illinois. 

We share a common household. We are in a close and committed 
relationship of mutual financial and emotional support and intend to 
remain in the relationship. We are each other’s sole domestic partner, 
have no other domestic partner and intend to remain each other’s sole 
domestic partner. Neither of us has terminated another registered 
domestic partnership within the last thirty calendar days. Each of us 
agrees to file a termination statement in the event that the domestic 
partnership is terminated. 

AMENDMENT OF AFFIDAVIT OF DOMESTIC PARTNERSHIP 

Either domestic partner may, on a form provided by the County Clerk, amend an affidavit of 
domestic partnership filed with the Office of the County Clerk at any time to reflect a change in the 
information previously provided to the County Clerk. 

TERMINATION OF REGISTERED DOMESTIC PARTNERSHIP 

1. Either or both registered domestic partners may s ee k to terminate a registered domestic 
partnership by filing in the Office of the County Clerk a notarized affidavit of termination 
declaring under penalty of perjury, that the domestic partnership is terminated, and if only 
one of the registered domestic partners executes the affidavit of termination, that he or she 
has sent written notice that he or she is terminating the registered domestic partnership to the 
other registered domestic partner at the other partner’s last known address, by means of 
registered mail, return receipt requested. 
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2. A registered domestic partnership shall terminate by operation of law: 

(a) immediately upon either of the registered domestic partners marrying; or (b) if (a) 
does not apply, then thirty (30) calendar days after the earliest date that one or both 
registered domestic partners has Filed an executed affidavit of termination or (c) 
either of the registered domestic partners has died. 

3. The affidavit of domestic partnership, certificate of domestic partnership and affidavit of 
termination forms will reflect the information in this chapt e r ordinance as to when registered 
domestic partnerships commence and terminate by operation of law. 

4. An affidavit of termination may be rescinded by a registered domestic partner until the time 
that termination would otherwise take effect. Nothing in this chapt e r ordinance prevents 
former registered domestic partners from filing a new affidavit of domestic partnership if they 
satisfy the requirements of this chapt e r ordinance . 

FEES 


The County Clerk shall set reasonable fees of not more than $30 to be charged for the (1) filing 
(2) amendment to, or (3) termination of, a domestic partnership registration. Upon payment of the 
aforesaid fee, the individual(s) shall receive two (2) certified copies of the applicable document. The fee 
for obtaining additional certified copies of the applicable document shall be the fee customarily charged 
by the County Clerk for obtaining additional certified copies of documents filed with the Office of the 
County Clerk. 

OBLIGATIONS OF NEW DOMESTIC PARTNERS 

1. When a domestic partnership has ended, each of the partners to the domestic partnership shall 
jointly or separately file an affidavit of termination within thirty (30) days with the Office of 
the County Clerk. 

2. All registered domestic partners shall, within thirty (30) days of any change in that status, 
give notice to any party who, in order to qualify the domestic partner for a benefit or right, 
relied upon or was given a copy of the affidavit of domestic partnership. 


RECORDS 

1. The County Clerk shall maintain a log of registrations, amendments, certificates, and 
terminations of domestic partnerships by name of each individual and date of filing in a 
format designed to facilitate access to such statements. The log shall be a public record 
pursuant to the State of Illinois Freedom of Information Act. The County Clerk shall treat 
any other information of a personally identifying nature relating to any individual as a matter 
of personal privacy exempt from disclosure under the State of Illinois Freedom of 
Information Act. 

2. Nothing herein shall be construed to prohibit the publication of statistics pertaining to 
domestic partnerships that have been registered with the Office of the County Clerk. 
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SEVERABILITY 

If any section of this ordinance or the application thereof to any individual, partnership, or 
circumstance shall be adjudged invalid or unconstitutional by any court of competent jurisdiction, such 
order or judgment shall not affect, impair or invalidate the remainder thereof, but shall be confined in its 
operation to the controversy in which such order or judgment was rendered.

I transmit herewith a proposed Ordinance to be considered by this Honorable Body. 

This Ordinance has been recommended by the Department of Labor of the State of Illinois, pursuant to 
the Wages of Employees on Public Works (Prevailing Wage Act, Illinois Revised Statutes, codified as 
amended, 820 ILCS 130/1 et seq. (1993), formerly III. Rev. Stat., Ch. 48, par. 39s-1 et seq.).

ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the State of Illinois has enacted "An Act regulating wages of laborers, mechanics and other 
workers employed in any public works by the State, county, city or any public body or any political 
subdivision or by any one under contract for public works," approved June 26, 1941, codified as 
amended, 820 ILCS 130/1 et seq. (1993), formerly 111. Rev. Stat., Ch. 48, par. 39s-1 et seq.; and 

WHEREAS, the aforesaid Act requires that the Board of Commissioners of the County of Cook 
investigate and ascertain the prevailing rate of wages as defined in said Act for laborers, mechanics and 
other workers in the locality of said County employed in performing construction of public works, for 
said County. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS OF THE COUNTY OF COOK: 
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Section 1. To the extent and as required by "An Act regulating wages of laborers, mechanics and 
other workers employed in any public works by the State, county, city or any public body or any political 
subdivision or by any one under contract for public works," approved June 26, 1941, as amended, the 
general prevailing rate of wages in this locality for laborers, mechanics and other workers engaged in the 
construction of public works coming under the jurisdiction of this County is hereby ascertained to be the 
same as the prevailing rate of wages for construction work in the Cook County area as determined by the 
Department of Labor of the State of Illinois as of June 2003, a copy of that determination being submitted 
hereto and incorporated herein by reference. As required by said Act, any and all revisions of the 
prevailing rate of wages by the Department of Labor of the State of Illinois shall supersede the 
Department's June determination and apply to any and all public works construction undertaken by the 
County of Cook. The Definition of any terms appearing in this Ordinance which are also used in 
aforesaid Act shall be the same as in said Act. 

Section 2. Nothing herein contained shall be construed to apply said general prevailing rate of wages as 
herein ascertained to any work or employment except public works construction of this County to the 
extent required by the aforesaid Act. 

Section 3. The Bureau of Human Resources shall publicly post or keep available for inspection by any 
interested party in the main office of this Bureau of Human Resources (County) this determination or any 
revisions of such prevailing rate of wage. A copy of this determination or of the current revised 
determination of prevailing rate of wages then in effect shall be attached to all contract specifications. 

Section 4. The Clerk shall mail a copy of this determination to any employer, and to any association of 
employers and to any person or association of employees who have filed their names and addresses, 
requesting copies of any determination stating the particular rates and the particular class of workers 
whose wages will be affected by such rates. 

Section 5. The Bureau of Human Resources shall promptly file a certified copy of this Ordinance with 
both the Secretary of State Index Division and the Department of Labor of the State of Illinois. 

Section 6. The Bureau of Human Resources shall cause to be published in a newspaper of general 
circulation within the area a copy of this Ordinance, and such publication shall constitute notice that the 
determination is effective and that this is the determination of this public body. 

Section 7. The Purchasing Agent of Cook County shall specify in the call for bids in any contract for 
public works that the general prevailing rate of wages in the locality' for each craft or type of laborer or 
mechanic needed to execute the contract to perform such work, also the general prevailing rate for legal 
holiday and overtime work as ascertained by the Bureau of Human Resources, shall be paid for each craft 
or type of work needed to execute the contract or to perform such work. The Purchasing Agent in 
awarding the contract shall cause to be inserted in the contract a stipulation to the effect that not less than 
the prevailing rate of wages, as found by the Bureau of Human Resources, shall be paid to all laborers, 
workers and mechanics performing work under the contract, and the Purchasing Agent shall also require 
in all such contractor's bonds that the contract include such provision as will guarantee the faithful 
performance of such prevailing wage clause as provided by the contract. 

Section 8. In the case of any underpayment of the prevailing wage, a penalty of 20% of the 
underpayment shall be assessed against the contractor or subcontractor; and the 20% penalty shall be 
payable to the Illinois Department of Labor. Any underpayment that has not been repaid to a worker 
within thirty-days of violation is subject to an additional 2% of the underpayment as a punitive damage 
assessment. This is payable to the worker.

Section 9. There is an automatic two (2) year debarment of any contractor or subcontractor found to 
have violated the Act on two (2) separate occasions. An affected contractor or subcontractor may request 
the Department to hold a hearing on the alleged violations within ten (10) days notification of the second 
violation.
